I Boundaries of Wards—See rule 3) 

WARD NO. 1;—This ward consists of Mohalla Dillazak 
ad Reserve Police Lines. 

Ihc boundary of this ward stalls from between Canton- 
Yicnl boundary pillar Nos. 61 and 62 on Nehru Road 
namely 41.75 Metres South of Cantonment Boundary Pillar 
.No. 61 and running southward along Nehru Road goes upto

3. Boundaries of Words:—The boundaries of each ward 
shall be as ‘Specified in the schedule to these rules. 


WARD NO, ni;—This ward consists of North-West 
portion of Factory Estates quarter part Of ‘A* Block of 
Double Storey Quarters,, Ordnance Clothing Factory and 
Factory Bungalows on Link Road. 

The Boundary of this ward starts from the junction of 
Rani T .axmi Bai Road and Nehru Road onnosife Hvdel 
Colony and runs in North-East direction along Rani Laxmi 
Bai Road upto its iunction with Raj.aji Road onpositc 
Ordnance Clothing Factory Gate No. 7. Thereffopi it 
turns Soiuh-Enst alonj^ Rajaii Road upto its function with 
Facfory Railway track on the North of Factory Temple.
